The Guiteau Caze. 

WASHINGTON, November 8.—In the Criminal 
Court this morning Scoville, counsel for Gui- 
teau, called the attention of Judge Cox to a 
motion madein the case a tsw days ago 
by his associate, Robinson. Judge Cox 
said the motion referred in the first place to 
the postponement of the trial. While he was 
exceedingly anxious to accommodate the con- 
venience of counsel, he did not see how 
he could postpone the trial without 
the consent of counsel on both sides. 
in regard totheotherpart of the motion to 
direct the District Attorney to deliver to the 
counsel tor the defense certain papers, 
he said that in consultation yesterdav 
with the District Attorney and Robinson, sthe 
District Attorney offered to furnish any papers 
he hae tor the inspection of the counsel. He 
did not see that the court could give an order 
forthe production of papers that might be 
«vidence on the partof the prosecution. On 
that score, however, there would be no diffi- 
culty. Scoville remarked the matter had 
hardly been presented the other day exactly 
in the view which he haa of it. There were 
three classes of papers in the possession of the 


District Attorney, and he  consider- 
ed it very important that the 
counsel for the prisoner should have 


not merely aninspection of the papersin the 
mesence of or under the supervision of the 
District Attorney, but should have the papers 
foerconsuitation among themselves and with 
the prisoner. There could be no difficulty 
xzhont the custody of the papers because a re- 
ceipt could be given for them and their con- 
tents ascertained and note. 

In the first place there were certain clippings 
fiom newspapers which had been gathered up 
by the prisoner during the six weeks beforethe 
shooting. The reason why counsel for the 
prisoner wanted andwhy they were entitled 
to them was that these clippings were evi- 
cde1.ce in the defense astothe influences taoat 
were brought to bearonthe prisoner's mind, 
and of the motives which ovperatedon nim 


finally in committing the deed. Or-

understood, certain printed documents or 
printed letters addressed to him in common 
with all people of the United States. and coun- 
sel for defense were entitled tothe inspection 
rd examination of these papers tosee how far 
they influenced the prisoner’s action and how 
farthey were proper to be produced is evi- 
derce on the part of the defense. There was 


also a printed book, the property of 
t-e prisoner, which bad been taken from 
him during the six weeks before 


the ection was comwmitted. Guitean was (as 
he uoderstood) engaged in making aunota- 
tions in that book, notativg all along the mar 
:in, making alte:ations and corrections, and 
putting additions to it in the margin 
‘ihese things were important as_indi- 
cating the condition of the prisoner’s mind, 
whut he was thinking of as —— on the

sponsibility. The counsel for the  de- 
tense were entitled to have them 
before the trial. They were

The District Attorney yesterday told Robin- 
son that he would give him a copy of it. 

Scoville—But a copy is not suflicient. 

Judge Cox—I do not see thatI have any 
power to order the District Attorney to deliver 
any letters tnat he holds and which 
he way desire to use as evidence. I believe he 
is willing to give an opportunity to examine 
everything he has. I donot think my order 
will be necessary. However, I will consult the 
District Attorney as soon as he comes into 
court,and probably the matter may be accom- 
modated without any formal! action.

Arkansas Murderessés.

The most extraordinary murder case ever 
tried in this State is nowin progress at Ark- 
adelphia. ‘The defendants are Miss Sarah 
Stokes and Mrs. Elizabeth Shelton, who are 
charged with the murder of Miss Malinda 
Stevens. The tragedy occurred near Mineral 
Springs,in Howard county, one day last 
April. The Stokeses and Stevenses are prom- 
inent people and live “on adjoining farms, 
Sarah Stokes is a young and exceedingly 
handsome yirl of seventeen. Her mother 
died a year ago, and she has had charge of 
the househoid affairs ever since, looking after 
the comfort of her father and brothers with 
motherly solicitude. She has a violent tem- 
per, 18 quick to resent a real or fancied in- 
sult,amd cherishes implacable hatred towards 
hey enemies. Some time ago a sister of Miss 
Stevens made very derogatory remarks con- 


cerning Miss Stokes, and, this coming 
to the ears of the latter, she -swore 


to revenge it in a terrible manner. It 
is said that the girls were rivals, each wish- 
ing to be considered the belle of the neigh- 
borhood. However this may be, Miss Stokes 
at once mounted a horse, and, accompanied 
by her sister, Mrs. Shelton, set out to find 
Miss {Stevens, who tbev heard was doing 
some shopping ina neighboring town. The 
two women reached the place after a short 
and rapid ride, but Miss Stevens had been 
somehow warned that they were searching 
for her and advised to keep outof their way, 
and had acted onthe suggestion. After vis- 
iting all the stores in the yillage and without 
tinding Miss Stevens, the women started to 
return home. Miss Stokes was very angry at 
her failure to discover the girl who had, as 
she alleged, defamed her, and expressed a de- 
termination to keep up the search until! Miss 
Stevens was found. Presentiv the twain came 
by the dwelling of the Stevenses, which stood 
near the voadside. The mother of Miss 
Stevens was standing in the yard, and Miss 
Stokes addressed a few passionate words to 
her. The conversation brought out Miss 
Malinda Stevens, a 11-year-old sister of Miss 
Stokes’ enemy. The girls soon became in- 
volved in a bitter dispute. Miss Stokes de- 
nied the statements :made by the elder Miss 
Stevens as malicious falsehoods, andthe girl 
warmly defended her sister. At last tne 
taunts of Miss Stokes stung Miss Stevens to 
the quick, and she started impulsively for- 
ward. As she approached the open gate 
Miss Stokes sprang from the horse and piunged 
along, keen-bladed knife which she hadcon- 
cealed in the bosom ofgher dress into the neck 
of|the advancing girl. Miss Stevens sank onjthe 
ground, the blood gushing fromthe wournd 
in torrents. She died ina few minutes. The 
inquest diselosed a rock tightly clasped in one 
of berhands. Miss Stokes and Miss Shelton 
were promptly arrested, and have been out 
on bail pending trial. The verdict of the 
jury is awafted with Keen interest. The 
tregedy is said to have ruined the Stokes and 
Stevens families, the members of which are 
overwhelmed with grief and mortification.

The Corwin landed on St. Lawrence Island, 
having ordersto investigate the wholesale 
Starvation of the natives.

He said 
he has had an interview with Prof. Charlier, 
andas a result Dr. Dix will be prepared to 
meet the forbidding of the bans November 16 
by reading a statement which he has prepared 
on the facts of the case.

A Place Where Cats Can’t Live.

Jim Townsend, of Lundy, has becn making 
some experiments with an ordinary domestic 
cat.

The English Railway Murderer. 
London Cablegram to New York World. 


Intense interest is taken in the trial of Le- 
froy, which is now going onat Mauidstone, 
for the murder of Mr. Gold onthe Brighton 
Railway train. In opening for the Crown 
vesterday Sir Henry James presented a case 
that was pitilessly complete. The prisoner 
kept up wonderfully we!l as the Attorney- 
General spun the rope, and when the Crown 
witnesses were being examined, and Mr. Po- 
land, the keenest of Treasury lawyers, hand- 
ed up the victim’s watch-chain, found in Le- 
froy’s boot, and Lefroy’s pocket-book, found 
ina hedge along the railway, the prisoner 
took notes and whispered to his counsel, Mr. 
Montegue Williams and Mr. Forrest Fulton. 
Those sharp gentlemen felt the strength 
of the Crown’s case, and it was evi- 
dent that they did not share their clien‘’s 
composure. The defense will ve two-fold. 
First, that the murder was committed bv a 
third passenger, who, as Lefroy said when 
the train stopped, jumped from the train and 
escaped; and, secondly, the prisoner’s insan- 
ity. The latter ples, I imagine, will not be 
seriously pressed. There will be some hard 
swearing as to the speed of the train, for if, 
23 the train officials say, a rate of from thirty- 
tive to forty-five miles an hour was main- 
tained, the defense will have to show how

¢; LAST OF FRANKLIN’S PARTY. 


What the Esquimaux Told the Dundee 
Whaling Master. 


Loudon Disp. to N. Y. Herald, Novy. 2. 


Your correspondent has just had a most 
interesting interview with the now famous 
whaler Capt. Adams, at Dundee, and learned 
from him many interesting particulars of his 
dashing voyage in the Arctic Sea. He entered 
Lancaster Sound inJune, leaviog the ship to 
the other Whalers, wholove to huntin com- 
pany and do not like to trust themselves in 
unfrequented regions. He pushed up Prince 
Regent’s Inlet, but was driven out by theice. 
Crossing Lancaster Sound, he visited Beachy 
Island, and then carried his vessel to the very 
heaa of Washington Channel, and thence back 


again into Barrow Strait. He then 
hg ldiy returned into @ Peel’s Sound, 
and penetrated withia a short 


distance of the shot where the Erebus and 
Terror were abandoned. Had Capt. Adams 
not been on a Whaling voyage he says that he 
could bave gone on and reached Dease and 
Simpson’s Straits and made the Northwest 
passage, a feat never vet accomplished. ‘*l 
believe,’’ he said, “‘.lat the Northwest pas- 
sage can be made by way of Peel’s Sound, and 
by that way only, and that if Franklin’s ves- 
sels had been steamers he would have made 
itin 1845. I may myself live to go into Lan- 
caster Sound and report myseif at Honolulu.” 
Returning from Pee? Sound, he again tried 
Prince Regent’s Inlet, and this time success- 
fully, and advanced to the very entrance of 
the Fury and Hec!a Straits. There, as the 
brief season open to such hazardous naviga- 
tion Was ended, he pushed for home, re- 
warded by a mest ample cargo. A most in- 
teresting incident in the adventurous and 
fortunate voyage of Capt. Adams was 
his meeting with an Ksquimau, who 
told him something which shed fresh light 
on the dark, pathetic storyof the Franklin 
expedition. Successive search voyages have 
almost clearedcnp the mystery which once 
surrounded the missing crew oi. the 
Krebus and Terror. The spot where the 
ships were beset by the ice, and where they 
were abandoned, the fate of the commandor 
and many of the crew, all these are points 
long ago made known to the world. But 
there was One matter which remained a mvys- 
tery. Whatbecame of Capt. Crozier, the 
former commander ofthe Terror, and who 
succeeded Franklin asthe head of the ex- 
pedition’ Capt. Adams here remarked: 
‘During the course ef my voyage 1] had 
aboard avery intelligent Esquimau. He 
belonged tothe Iglooliks, on the northwest- 
ern coast of the Mileville peninsula. Hetold 
me that when he was a boy, and 
traveling with his father, he |met 
three men, being the Sucvivors 
of apartv of seventeen who had traveied 
from two English ships far to the west. I 
showed him a chart, and questioned him very 
minutely upon this importaut subject, but he 
never wavered in the least, andl could not 
shake his story. Hs said the three men were 
very much worn and severely frost-bitten.

Those speculative New Yorkers who in- 
vested their cash in Keely Motor stock have, 
after waiting many moons for the Professor 
to perfect-the *‘locohicometer,’”’ the ‘‘piston- 
ambic driving-wheel,’? the vibratory regu- 
latorand afew other simple inventions of 
his mechanical mind, have become disgust- 
ingly skeptical, and in order to propitiate 
them the inventor promises to give workin 
drawings of the mysterious apparatus and 
dissect the “generator’’ for the benefit of a 
special committee of directors.

FABULOUS WEALTH. 


The Sea Givdwp $52,000,000 in Money 
fand Jewels. 
From the Reading (Penn.) Times. 


The International Submarine Diving Com- 
pany, whose vessel, the Mary D. Leech, has 
been quietly engagec| in searching for the loca- 
tion of Her Britannic Majesty’s brig De 
Brook, which foundered June 10, 1798, off 
Lewes, has been rewarded with unmistakable 
evidences of the lost vessel. During the past 
eixhty-tlree years no effort, withgthe excep- 
tion of that made by tne British Government 
in 1580, has been madeto recover the fabul- 
ous treasure which is known to have been 
sumk. It has been abandoned as being irre- 
vyocably lost, because the depth of water és so 
great that all appliances heretofore invented 
jor raising. heavy bodies were useless. 
The International Company, which was or- 
c<anized in Pbiladeliphia for no other purpose 
than to raise tbe abandoned  trease- 
ure, is fitted up with all that ingenuity can 
devise. The most*wonderful piece of mechan- 
ism on board isan immense divinge-beil, in 
which a diver might live comfortably for a 
week. He has communication with the upper 
world by telephone wires. He is supplied 
with the means of making his own air,and for, 
light in his exploration heis provided with a 
powerful electric flame which,when in opera- 
tion, reveals to him every outside object with 
vivid distinctness. At the side of the bell is 
a mechanical arm with machinery so perfect 
that in every movement it resembies the 
action of the human arm, even to the picking 
up of a pin. | 

According to papers in the possession of 
Samuel S. McOracsen, a pilot, whose grand- 
futher was the only survivor, and who was 
engaged in pilothig the vessel into the harbor. 
about $52,000,000 of specie and jewe's went 
downwith her.

Two years af- 
ter the wreck the British Government sent 
two frigates to raise the De Brook, but with- 
out success. Forty years ago, while McCrack- 
€nh Was On a cruise, circulars were posted 
around Sussex county, offering W,000 for 
information that would lead to the discovery 
of the sunken vessel. It had been 
supposed up to. the present that 
the bhudll had been swept away by the action 
ef the tides. The International Company, to 
keep its rea] object from view, had been since 
September working at another sunken vessel, 
near where the De Brook was supposed to 
have foundered. McCracken, who is to re- 
ceive a msjority of whatever treasure is dis- 
covered, in an interview says that the De 
Brook lies in fifteen fathoms of water. The 
divers, in going down, found along, irregu- 
lar ridge, about fifteen feet high, 
eighteen feet wide, and _ sixty § feet 
long. On each side are piles of loose stone, 
supposed to be the ballast thrown from the 
frigate in the effort to raise the wreck in the 
year 1800. louch water interfering with fur- 
ther operatious, the company was compelled 
to postpone further investigation, and on 
Wednesday the divers returned to Philadel - 
phia.

Spurious French Liquors. 
From the New York Times. 


Although there is no doubt not a little ex- 
aggeration in the reports that have from time 
to time been made concerning the amount of 
spurious liquid which is consumed in Paris 
under the names of wine and brandy, ft is 
mone the less a matterof fact that a foreign 
purchaser finds it much more difficult to get 
good wine in Paris thanit is to procure it in 
london or even in New York. There are, of 
course, dealers there, as elsewhere, whose 
reputation is a guarantee of the puritv and 
excellence of the articles they sell. One of 
these, whose store, almost under the shadow 
of the Column Vendome, is well known to 
many Amenicans, has such alarge stock on 
hand that, ten years ago, inan hour or so, 
the Communists contrived to despoil him of 
wines to the value of more than 1,000,000f. 
But one who is staying for a short time ino 
the French capital is usually foreed 
to buy the wine that he consumes at 
the same place that he gets his meais, and for 
this reason he cannot always guard hémself 
against imposition. It is asserted, with some 
show of probabilitv, that the enormous in- 
crease in the consumption of lager beer which 
has taken place in Paris in the last three or 
four years is due to the exceedingly uncertain 
character of the wine thatis offered for sale. 
Brandy is still consumed in large quantities, 
for no true Parisian can go without his after- 
dinner demi-lasse of coffee, and this would be 
incom plete in the absence of cognac. But the 
brandy oftenest served is ‘of the mark,” as it 
is called—that is, itis made of grapes from 
which the first and best juices have been ex- 
tracted, after this the mass of pulp and skins 
in the press is well watered and subjected te 
a voilent pressure, which results in produc- 
ing a highly-colored liquid, This, after 
liberal fortification and distillation, becomes 
cognac of the mark, a name given 
in comseque nce of its color. It 
is what is commonly served in the boule- 
vard restaurants of aJl but the bizhest order. 
Another noticeable fact is the almost com- 
plete absence of champagne froim Parisian 
dinner tables. Even when served at private 
dinners it is done so more as a matter of form 
than as an essential part of the entertainment. 
Thus not infrequently it 1s served without 
having been placed ina wine coader, and the 
guests merely raise it totheir dips without 


thinking for a mowentof drinking it. It may 
be that this indifference has been the 
cause of the unferioritvy of most of 


the champagne sold in Paris. 
only to be looked at, a poor quality will serv@ 
the purpose quite as well as wine of rare 
merit. Thus itis well known that several of 
the most prominent champagne houses at 
Rheims depend for their trade wholly upon 
tneir foreign orders, and in one or two cases 
will not, ifthey can avoid it, sell their wines 
fcr home consumption. One is almost sure 
'o get better champagne in New York City 
‘ban he can getin Paris, 
Blaine’s Wealth.

Altentalked 
with Darling for a while, and one of the men 
sitting at the tavdle ordered two more 
glasses. Then Darling interfered, saying 
that the party was already made up. 
Darling says that Allen and his friend walked 
out, and there seeins to have veen no offense 
taken. Allen walked out and stood near the 
desk, however, end several bystanders sav 
that he complained bitterly of the way Darling 
had actedto him. He stated, umong other 
things, that Darling bad called his father a 
son of a , and used other insulting lan- 
guageto him. While Allen was talking about 


ofthe drinking rooin and moved towards him. 
f Ali the bystanders agree in stating thut Dar- 
ling had been drinking and in fact was very 
full. It is also stuted that Brad. Allen was 
perfectly sober. As’ svon as he saw Allen, 
Darling swaggered up to him and in a very ex- 
cited way said: 

‘‘Dp—n you, I’]l not take any more of this 
from you.’’ 

‘*More of what,’’ wasthe reply. ‘‘Why, you 
insulted me just now, and have you come to 
renew the quarrel?’’ Tothis Darling replied 
with very abusive epithets, which Allen first 
unswered by saying, ‘‘You’re drunk now. I 
don’t wish to talk to you.’’ 

Then the abuse began again on both sides, 
Mi. fairchild standing all the while at Mr. 
Umling’selbow. Finally Brad. Allen struck 
out with bis right, hitting his oppouentin the 
tuce, und the latver replied with a blow 
or too, whrn the two mene eclinched.

Leslie’s office, whence he was taken to his 
home, on Twenty-Fifth and Olive streets,ina 
calriage. 

Mr. Darling remained about the hotel fora 
considerable while and claimed he was not to 
blaine in the matter. Hesaidthat Allen had 
intruded on his party in the first place and had 
also struck him in the head, to begin the quar- 
rel.

JAMINET DIVORCE. 


Further Proeeedings in the Celebrated Di- 
vorce Case in Court. 

The trial of the Jaminet divorce case was re- 
sumed this morning in Judge LBoyle’s court 
before a large and interested audience. The 
court atthe opening hour this morning an- 
nounced its ruling upon the question 


taken under advisement yesterday. 
It held that verbal communications between 
busband and wife in adivorce case were no 
admissible testimony. Counsel for the Doc- 
tor, the plaintiff in this case, had offered to in- 
troduce evidence of conversations between 
Mrs. Jaminet and the Doctor, some extending 
back several years, and notwithstanding the 
ruling of the court ex-Gov. Reynolds ana 
John M. Glover produced an ar- 
ray of authorities which, it was 
contended, did not sustain the 
ruling in cases of indignity. They next sought 
to introduce tes‘imony on the ground that. it 
was not acontidenflal communication, some 
of the remarks being made in the presence of 
the daughter Leontine. The Doctor was plac- 
ed on tne witness-stand and the question put 
whether Mrs. Jaminet had called him 
on one occasion ‘‘dirty dog.’’ 
Col. Slayback for the defense sub- 
mitted that if such a remark had been 
made by the lady it constituted no ground for 
a divorce and might have been uttered inthe 
iniddle of the might upon the return of the 
Doctor from his sick young’ lady friend it in- 
tlicted no harm upon the husband, and proba- 
bly did notraise a hairof his heads The trial 
isdelayed by this kind of stubborn, inch- 
by-inch legal contest between counsel 
touching the admissibilitv and materiality of 
the testimony whicb the Doctor’s counsei are 
endeavoring to elucidate from his lips. 

The Doctor remained upon the witness-stand 
until the hour for recess, giving his testimony 
in a very excitable manner tonching con- 
versations between himself and wife inthe 
presence of the daughter. Upon cross-exami- 
nation the Doctor was asked to give an expla- 
nation of the folowing memorandum, which 
was picked up in the hall by his littie 
daughter one morning after the Doctor had 
zone down to Judge Pope’s office to testify be. 
fore the notary: ‘‘There may be some other 
witness that I know not, butitis verv unpor- 
tant to know their nawes, age, occuretion and 
residences. It may be needed afterwards. 
Pretend to have nomemory to benetit anybody, 
but remember long times tor her interest.’’ 

Judge Pope asked the Doctor what lady was 
referred to in the above memorandum, and he 
said that it referred to his wife.

Chicago has taken 
the initiative, and letters of 
incorporation have been granted 
at Spripetield, Ill., tothe Board of Trade Tel- 
egraph Company of Chicago Mr. E. A. Driv- 
er, C. W. Brega and A.C. Knapp, latter for- 
merly assistant manager of the Board of Trade 
reiegrapli, which was swallowed by the West- 
ern Union, are the incorporators, along with 
some other Chicago parties. They have 
a capital of $75,000 and propnose’ erect- 
ing and operating a telegraply line between 
Chicago and st. Louis and connecting with the 
Chicago and Milwaukee Telegraph Company 
aS well as other points, with the tuture idea of 
building to Toledo, Cincinnati and other lead- 


ing markets. There has been so much coin- 
plaint cof the service rendered by the 
Western Union that business men 


were finally forced to do something for their 
own relief. Asthe new line will run from one 
board ot trade to another, and as only mem- 
hers Of the exchanges can send messages Over 
the lines, itrs supposed there will not be such 
au press of businessonthe wires as to make 
delays as heretofore have made such trouble 
with the Western Union. St. Louis merchants 
have caught up eagerly the idea 


of this special business telegraph line, and are ! 


tlisolid forit. The stock will undoubted y 
readily be disposed of when offered in this 
market. Some St. Louis members of the Ex- 
change will shortly lenave for Chicago to see 
the incorporators of the new line and pledge 
the aid of *.e St. Louis merchants.

During the following month it 
continued tospread, andin October during 
the rainy weather it was at its worse. In this

Murderers’ Row Receives 
Another Resident. 


Names of the Twenty-Nine Bloody 
Miscreants Eating and Drink- 
ing in Jail, 


While the Graves of Their Victims 
Are Cold and Their Mem- 
ories Forgotten, 


Full Details of the Shooting. of 
Officer Doran by John Shea. 


The Murderer Already Playing 
the Insanity Dodge. 


- — 
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How Long Will He be Boarded at the 
Tax-Payers’ Expense !—The 
Seventh Street Tragedy. 


The sharp crack of a revolver about half past 
9 last night announced to the people about 
Seventh and Washington avenue that another 
murder had been added to the long catalogue 
of St. Louis crimes. <A couple of seconds later 
Officer Doran, one of the best men on the St. 
Louisforce, was stone dead on a cellar door, 
shot by a sneak-thief and a jail-bird. 
Yesterday morning John Shea and Frank Fone 
escaped from tne Four Courts; Jail, through a 
cute trick, which was explained in yesterday’s 
POST-DISPATCH. By a ftluke the two men were 
not handcuffed together, and this negligence 
of the officer in charge was the first cause of 
the tragedy last night. Shortly after 9 o’clock 


a savg of hoodlums assembled at the 
Custom-house fence on Eighth and Olive 
and began quarreling among themselves. 


Ofticer Fine, who was coming up, saw oneof 
the men jump away trom the others, pick upa 
rock and throw it intothe crowd, then pull a 
pistol and fire it into the air. Fine at once 
ceught the man by the arm. It Was John Shea, 
but he didn’t succeed in catching bim. she 
stiuck Fine at once and was immediately at- 
terwards 
CLUBBED DOWN BY THE OFFICER, 

but he picked himself up and ran north on 
Eighth street, accompanied by his pal Fone, 
who was in the crowd, and the police- 
man at once gave Chase. ‘he tugitives turned 
down St. Charles street, but the Salvage Corps 
men, who had run out of their building,scared 
them into turning down seventh. Ofticer Doran 
wasin Zahbn’‘s saloon, on Seventh between St. 
Charles and Washington avenue, and hearing 


the noise ofthe chase ie ran out, to see two 
men running toward him. fe threw his 
club on the pavement and slipped’ 


unsieauily fora second. Shea was right on 
him at the time, and putting his pistol to Do- 
ran’s head he tired; the oficer dropped back 
and died ulmost at once. Shea and Officer 
Fine in the course of the pursuit had ex- 
changed severul shots, and Fine fired at him 
again justi afterhe killed Doran. Shea turned 
and set another ballat Five, which apparentiy 
emptied his pistol, as he tried to shoot Private 
Watcbinan Hili, but the hammer tell upon an 
exploded cCurtridge. A s-cond attempt was 
Dade with nob tterresulr, end he then ran 
on, by ac: ident turning int» toe blind alley be- 
hing the Lipeeii, where he 
WAS BROUGHT TO BAY, 


astrere was no wa, wut, ana i's pursners 
were hara at his hiel.

ry Moment the chase “fopped. 
lt was not Enown how many shots Shea still 


had at bis disposal, and he was rhea cesper- 
ste and drunk forafigh’. But Officer Walker. 


dashed int») the dark couit-yard and 
llubking Outthe murderer’s form fired at it. 
Sbea threw un his bunds and saidthat he sur- 
rendered,end Walker at once brought him out. 


He was lougead in the Vuird District Sta- 
110Nn after a furiie effort on the 
vart of the crowd to lynch him, and a few 


ininutes alterwards Fone was picked up wuiie 
vwiling a reporter about the murder, 
T hue in A iew minuries after the 
trfgetv the principal was in durance 
and the whole case close! up. The sto- 
ry above is Winnowed out ot the various re- 
ports made by the meny persons concerned. 


Two new = witnesses have turned up 
this morning—Benjamin Wolf, an em- 


ploye of the Washington Clothing House, 
and Gustav Thol. These two voung men were 
walking south on Seventh street, and they had 
just passed Zahn’s saloon, when a couple of 
men turned into Seventh street, from St. 
Charles, aid ran diagonally acgoss the street 
toward them. 
OFFICER DORAN 
ran out of Zaln’s and stopped suddenly, Shea 
being on'y afoot or two away from him. Doran 
seemed to slip, amd as he was falling Shea put 
the pistol close to his nead end fired. The two 
men ran on withont aword. The whole affair 
was done as quietly as itis possible toimagine. 
wen was Ynanting hard and evidently very 
ti , and Wolf thinks that this fact made him 
even more desperate. Then the men passedon 
and they wenttothe dead officer, who was 
picked up and Carlied into the Saivage Corps 
house. The pistol was found in the allev. It 
iscf the bull-dog patern, torty-eight caliber. 
SHEA TALKS. 

A reporter called on Shewia the Third Dis- 
trict Scation this morning, and tuund thates 
timable young gentleman pacing up and aown 
the narrow limits of his cell like a wild animal 
inhis cage. His head was wrapped up in 


bandages, Which covered his forehead and 
crossed over his jaw, and his shirt 
is spattered with blood from 


the wound in his head. He is a good-looking 
fellow, despite his Surroun‘ings, with a fear- 
less blue eye and regular, well-cut features. 
His jaw and his mouth are heavy and brntal, 
however, and in every line of his face one can 
read the desperado and the thug. As soon as 
the reporter stopped at th: door he swung 
round, and planting his elb..ws ©. the cross. 
piece, looked out from between the bars.

TRANSEERRED TO THE FOUR COURTS. 

Frank Fone, who was arrested last night by 
Officer's Finn and Flynn, was transferred to the 
Four Courts to-day. A charge of burglary and 
larceny is pending against him in the Court of 
Criminal Correction which he will have to 
answer. 

AT THE HOUSE. 


At half-past12 o’clock Coroner Frank and 
Dr. Lueblich arrived at the murdered man’s 
house to hold the post-mortem 


examination upon the body. ‘The] house, 
No. 1516 Clark avenue, has little 
on the outside to tell of the 
tragedy within. Mrs. Doran seems to be stu- 
petied with grief. She was lead 
silently away when the prepara- 
tions for the post mortem began 
and she seemed bardly to realize the sorrow 
Her friends are 


doing all in their power for her. The 
post mortem revealed’ the fact that 
the ball had entered just behind the 
left temple, had ranged downwardl 
and diagonally through the brai 

leaving the head below and behind 
the rightear. Death must have been wholly 
painiess. The wound is a very large one, es- 


pecially atits point of exit, wherethe skull is 
much shattered. 


The Inquest. 
The inquest began at 2 o'clock and the 
murderer Shea was taken to the Four 
Courts shortly after dinner. Iie was 


brought down on foot between two policemen 
in the pelting rain, with an overcoat buttoned 
loosely around him. The people soon discovered 
who it was, and he was followed by quite a re- 
spectablie tail until the jail was reached. 

A great number of witnesses were subpcenaed, 
whose testimony does not differ muterially 
from the account printed above.

Judge Thompson’s Weekly Batch of Law— 
The Poplar Street Track. 


Judge Thompson was the only member of 
the appellate bench who rendered any de- 
cisions this morning. Judge Lewis is still 
serouslv indisposed and Judge Bakewe!l has 
important cases under advisement. ‘Tne fol- 
lowing cases were aflirmed: Voorhisvs. smith, 
Beggs & Co.; Snodgrass vs. Welle; 
Botto vs. Pacific Railroad; Bauer vs. Cananne; 
Ucell vs. Sitver et al.; Lallement etal. va. 
Marsot. Inthe caseof Botto against tiie Pa- 
cific Railroad, the suit of a Poplar street prop. 


erty owner claiming 4,000 damages by 
reason of the Poplar street track 
operating injuriously, the appellate 


court sustains the ruling of the Circuit Court, 
which sustained a demurrer to the proverty- 
Owner’s petition on the ground that whena 


railroad cowpany is empowered by law to ap- 
propriate a certain portion of astreetfor the 
running of trains, an abutting property-own- 
er cannot recover damages for anyt incident- 
al injuries thereby. The appropriation 
of Popiar street by the railroad company was 
affirmed by the Supreme Court and the appel 

late court cannot question it. In another case 
the Supreme Court held that a negligent use or 
occupution of the track, by delay of trains, 
etc., might have, however, the effect o: en- 
titiing a poperty-owner to damages. In this
